But Hescox is also an evangelical 
Christian with a message that is at the 
heart of a growing eco-friendly Chris- 
tian movement: Scripture says to honor 
God’s creation by caring for the Earth. 

These days, Hescox travels the coun- 
try spreading that message to other 
evangelical Christians and in doing so is 
creating common ground among people 
who on most issues are bitter ideologi- 
cal opponents. 

“One of the things that I have found 
out, in the nine years I’ve been doing 
this and probably 1,000 sermons and 
presentations, if not more, is that a lot of 
evangelicals have not been taught what 
the Bible says about caring for the 
Earth,” Hescox told IndyStar in a phone 
conversation. 

“We don’t own this Earth. God does. 
We are merely supposed to be stewards, 
caretakers.” 

Hescox, who was the featured speak- 
er at the Hoosier Environmental Coun- 
cils annual Greening the Statehouse 
event on Saturday, is far from alone in 
embracing the environment as a Chris- 
tian cause. 

Over the past decade, several evan- 
gelical leaders and institutions have 
adopted environmentally conscious 
resolutions. In 2011, the Lausanne Com- 
mittee for World Evangelization, a glob-

While advocates continue to push for 
CBD legalization, some medical scientists 
question whether the compound even pro- 
vides the broad spectrum of medical bene- 
fits users espouse. 

Medical science reaches conclusions 
about a product’s safety and efficacy based 
on studies and few of those have been done 
on CBD — at least not the randomized dou- 
ble-blind placebo trials in humans that con- 
stitute the gold standard. Hard-to-treat epi- 
lepsy is the one area where scientists agree 
the research shows CBD can work.
